The two sisters killed and the 
seriously burned boys were all 
in the* upstairs bedrooms when 
the fire broke out, firemen said.

The question is anything bui frivolous. rrhe IMO.OOO 
or more Americans who participated in the largest \ iet- 
nam peace rally yet staged have gone back home and 
resumed their private pursuits. But they are not going 
to be content with fading memories of an exciting week­ 
end they once spent in the nation’s capital. 
These scores of thousands, most of them young, 
flocked to Washington in order to display their num­ 
bers. their solidarity, their sincerity and their demand 
for an immediate end to the war—or an immediate 
and unmistakable beginning of the end.

country fired with the com ietion that the very right­ 
eousness of their cause, the very fact of their massing 
together at the seat of power, would he enough to make 
the infidel fall, or at least tremble. 
Duped and misled, the child crusaders were sold 
off into slavery before they reached the Holy Land. The 
crusaders against the Vietnam war must sooner or 
later face the cruel reality that no matter how right­ 
eous or how much in the right they think they are, 
their H o ly Land is still a distant vision. 
Weary as all Americans are of the war. there is as 
yet no indication that the vast majority of them do not 
still put their faith in the President and his pledge of 
gradual extrication from the morass of Vietnam. Noi­ 
ls there any indication that the Washington rally, im­ 
pressive as it was. has changed this situation in the 
slightest. 
There is ne consolation in this, either for the Presi­ 
dent or the “silent majority ” he believes supports him. 
For unlike the child crusaders, the peace marchers 
are not going to disappear into history. The active 
peace movement, shot through with factions and mar­ 
red by the antics of “crazies” as it is. must inevitably 
grow in strength the longer the war continues. 
\n d 
what it lacks in mumbers or coherence, it makes up 
for in intensity. 
It has been remarked that most of those who tit - 
scended on Washington were young, but older Ameri­ 
cans forget how young. 
The peace marchers, whose counterparts exist in 
the millions across America, have lived their most for­ 
mative years in the shadow of the Vietnam war—a 
war which has always been, it seems, a war which 
their elders can neither be enthusiastic about nor even 
defend convincingly, yet a war that goes on and on 
nevertheless. 
Not having experienced the early y ears of the cold 
war following World War II—during which basic I*.S. 
policy toward world communism was forged by harsh 
reality—the young see the Vietnam war, a natural con­ 
sequence of that policy, as nothing but an insanity and 
an immorality which they are called upon to support 
with their brains and blood even while many of them 
are denied because of age the light to participate in 
the selection of those who control their lives. 
The very ia<*t that they stand as a minority out­ 
side the nation’s political processes increases their 
zeal, tor there is ample evidence in the short span of 
history they have known personally to convince them 
that it is not bv the slow, orderly processes of persua­ 
sion and parliamentary procedure that the wrongs of 
the world are righted but through direct confrontation, 
the demonstration the riot, the norme got i able demand. 
A question which those who took part in the Wash­ 
ington march and those who sympathize with them 
must now ask themselves is this: “What now? The 
great march on W ashington has changed nothing really. 
What now?” 
The answer, whether if comes in the form of wide­ 
spread disillusionment with the passive rejection of 
the American system or a turn to more and more violent 
tactics, could be fraught with dire consequences for 
the future of the Republic. 


A Time To Speak Up 


When Richard Nixon became President he sug­ 
gested that it was time to “lower our voices.” He was, 
of course speaking to the strident minority. 
Today the time has come for the great “silent 
majority ” to raise its voice. Loud and dear. Loud and 
clear about the bitter problem of Vietnam. 
In his address to the nation, the President agreed 
that wc should be “united for peace,” but also “united 
against defeat,” lb* warned that the precipitate with­ 
drawal from the war, as advocated by the professional 
doves and their radical mercenaries, would 1m4 “a dis­ 
aster not only for South Vietnam but for the United 
States and for the cause» of peace." 
His flat rejection of critics’ demands that he reveal 
his timetable lor withdrawal because that obviously 
would remove any incentive at all for the enemy to 
negotiate m Paris, was linked with the equally obvious 
warning that division at home was another good reason 
for the communists to sit tight. 
Perhaps his greatest moral challenge to the great 
majority he feels sure deplores the war as much as he 
does but with him wants only an honorable solution, 
came in those moving passages in which he asked in 
effect: 
L)o you want to suffer the national humiliation of 
betraying our allies, promoting communist arrogance 
and world-wide recklessness, destroying confidence in 
tins nation, its patriotism and its national destiny ? 
Shall tin most powerful country in the world pass on 
the other side of the road and allow- “the last hopes 
for pea<-< and freedom of millions of people of this 
earth to b< suffocated by the iorees of totalitarianism?" 
They are good questions They deserve good an- 
swers 
The flood of favorable messages received by 
tin President was just a start.

Students from all over the 
nation, in Washington for the 
demonstrations, met with fel 
low students in V ietnam ses 
sions which sometimes lasted 
through the night. 
The Moratorium - Mobiliza­ 
tion 
establishment 
directors 
had their own 
speakers ex­ 
horting against t .S. actions in 
Vietnam and defending Ho Chi 
M inks men 
Curiously, these 
representatives were often ill- 
prepared. 
But the organizers also al­ 
lowed ant ¡-Communist students 
and administration speakers to 
argue for what is being done 
m Southeast Asm and to ar- 
gue against overquiek with­ 
drawal. 
At meetings this reporter is 
familiar with, the student au­ 
diences 
insisted 
the 
pro - 
Nixon 
speakers 
be 
treated 
fairlv. 
They 
shouted 
down 
hecklers. They seemed eager 
to 
hear 
this 
"other 
side.” 
Thov pur serious questions 
At one 
session, 
when 
the 
Moratorium - selected 
chair­ 
man turned out the lights and 
put on a movie to abruptly 
end the turn of an adm inistra­ 
tion representative who was 
proving 
popular,

out of the hall to ask more 
questions and hear him out 
Strangely enough, these pro­ 
testing students (and profes­ 
sors) seem ed ignorant of the 
most elem entarv facts of the 
w ir and of North and South 
Vietnam.

The earthquake raised under­ 
sea mountains off Alaska, which caus­ 
ed a detour in the Japanese Current 
(Kuroshio) that squirts across the Pa­ 
cific and down North America. The 
change in the course of the w arm 
stream caused wild fluctuations of 
temperature and particularly the land- 
sea temperature ratio, and all sorts oí 
weird things began to happen 
Washington and Oregon had dn

Southern California had torrents of 
rain in November, a month where the 
average rainfall rivals that of the Gobi 
Desert.

No one remembers the weather af­ 
ter a few months have passed — rain, 
sun. smog, and variable high cloudi­ 
ness blend into a dim smudge in our 
minds. So take my word for it — Our 
weather has changed radically since 
the 1%5 earthquake in Alaska, and 
where it will all end, only knows God. 
Just don't be surprised if there is 
snow in Chino this year, hail on the 
Pomona Mall, ami possibly' even ar­ 
tesian wells in Claremont, preposter­ 
ous as that may sound.

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Today's Young People Have 
Easygoing Attitude on Sex

In view of the avalanche of j 
sexv movies, books, clothes that 
have been 
unleashed 
on 
the 
American public recently, only 
an ostrich would have failed to 
realize that as far as sex and 
related subjects go, what was 
once "verboten” now is very 
much out in the open. But have 
sexual mores really changed, or 
is it only that young people are 
less hypocritical and are mere 
Iv acknowledging what always 
has existed? 
Two-thirds of the hundreds of 
young people surveyed the coun­ 
try over do indeed believe that 
sexual standards have changed 
vastly within the past two de 
cades. 
Although most teens would not 


go so far as to say that all 
sexual encounters are desirable, 
more than half of both bovs and 
girls approve of sex relations, 
outside the confine* of marriage: 
"as long as the partners are in 
love.” 


Even In those cases where the 
partners do not claim to be in 
love, about half of all those sur­ 
veyed still accept the idea of 
premarital sex. On this point, 
however, it was evident that 
there is still a double standard 
— if onlv in the respondents’ 
mmds, Whereas two-thirds of 
the hoys accepted the idea of 
premarital sex without reserva­ 
tion, only 40 per cent of the 
gals agreed. For girls, appar­ 
ently. it is important that the 
partners be "in love.” 
Regional differences weighed 
heavily also. Seven out of 10 
young people living in the North 
east endorse premarital sex — 
"even for lust, not love” but in 
the North Central states and on 
the West Coast, those approving 
the idea are definitely m the 
minority.

that sexual activities vary great­ 
ly between high school and col­ 
lege - age people. Interestingly 
girls — and girls from south of 
the Mason-Dixon line in particu­ 
lar — were less likely than the 
fellows to believe that age regu­ 
lated the type of sexual activity 
that was permissible. 
Freedom was the factor that 
teens mentioned most when dis­ 
cussing the change in sexual 
mores, "We are freer to ex­ 
press our feelings and emotions 
because of more safety precau­ 
tions, such as The P ill,” says 
Debbie Timmons 16, of Kalama­ 
zoo, Mich. "Girls are free to 
stay out later and students have 
more free time — they don't 
have to work as hard.” com­ 
ments Jim Thrasher, 18, of Bed­ 
ford, Iowa. 
Hazel Glenn. 16. of Tucson. 
An?., says that the so-called 


"new attitude toward sex "is 
only a part of youth’s liberal­ 
ism in all areas. "We are more 
liberal in our politics, in our 
prejudices.

love liberally 
and with more passion. We give 
something because we want to 
cive it, because it is ours to 
give — thoughts, time, sex,” she 
says.

The rising popularity of ama­ 
teur photography and increas 
mg 
demand 
for 
professional 
photographic services are creat­ 
ing many job opportunities for 
photographic 
laboratory' work­ 
ers. people who develop film, 
make prints and slides and per­ 
form related tasks such as en­ 
larging photographs 


More than 30.000 
are 
now 
employed in photo lab occupa­ 
tions, and almost half of them 
are darkroom technicians and 
the remainder are semiskilled 
and engage in photofinishing oc­ 
cupations. Most darkroom tech­ 
nicians are men, but women 
predominate in many of 
the 
semiskilled categories such as 
printer operators, slide moun­ 
ters and photocheckers and as­ 
semblers.

McLaren True Champion 


When Bruce McLaren was a 
youngster in New Zealand he 
fell off a horse and injured his 
left 
leg severely. During his 
convalescence, he contracted a 
disease that prevented his leg 
Irom growing for two years. 


This infirmity, probably more 
than an; ( her single event in 
his life, shaped his career in auto 
racing and made McLaren one 
or the truly humble champions 
of our age. His father turned 
Bruce’s attention away from his 
handicap by getting him interest­ 
ed in automobiles, and the rest 
is historv. 


McLaren was recently crown­ 
ed champion of the Canadian -1 
American Challenge Cup road 
racing series, and if the compe­ 
tition had instead been a popu­ 
larity poll McLaren probably 
would have won anyway 
To accept his check for $50,000 
given to the Can-Am champ, 
McLaren limped to the speak 
er’s rostrum barely enough to 
notice. 
Only a handful of people In 
the audience of the award cere­ 
mony at a Bryan, lex., motel 
ballroom know of the severe test 
to which McLaren’s weak leg 
had been put an hour earlier. 
Mrer winning a major race it 
is customary for the driver to 
be photographed in the winner’^ 
circle and then to be taken to the 
pressbox, where reporters wait 
to interview him. 
Tough Challenge
